For the June question. Will Seated coins ever be collected by die variety with the same 
enthusiasm as large cents and bust halves? If so, which Seated series gives the most 
opportunity to collect by die variety? 

From Alan Zischke : My opinion that the enthusiasm experienced through looking for 
the R5 to R8 ’s, hunting for those rare Overtons now that they pretty well all have been 
covered. Bust Half Collectors should be made aware through our unbeatable publications 
the Gobrecht Journal and of course the E-Gobrecht. Plenty of talented writers cross both 
Series. For those that don't, to me should be planned on Die Varieties and tales told of a 
vast new hunting ground all they have to do is move from cherry picked out capped bust 
half land (my apologies Rustics) over to this fertile land of similar varieties except in our 
language we call them WBs. Yes, if we write the books "they shall come". With tongue, 
albeit, in cheek. 

From Keith Scott: Die varieties will be the up and coming rage. Auction catalogs are 
pushing these and even quoting reference books verbatim. Grading companies certify 
varieties and Dealers are more careful to keep cherry- pickers at bay. The real turning 
point is when a die variety is listed in a major price guide. It would help if more 
reference books were available (i.e. WB?). 
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Last Month’s (July) Question 


If you needed a rare Seated coin such as anAU 1878-S half dollar for your collection 
and one was for sale by a dealer or at an auction, how would you determine what price 
you would pay or bid in order to obtain the coin ? 

From Bill Bugert: Since I went through this experience within the past nine months, I 
thought I would pass on my thought proeess. In my ease, I suecessfully bid on an MS-62 
1878-S half dollar. From my researeh and from talking to my good friend Randy Wiley, 
we knew that only 10 mint state 1878-S half dollars are currently known to exist. In 
looking at past auction results (e.g., my researeh files. Heritage archives, auction 
catalogues, Dick Osbum’s inventory, etc), I knew that the priee difference between an 
MS and a low grade eireulated 1878-S was not in proportion to the grades of the eoins. I 
decided to try for the MS eoin (even though the average grade on my half dollar 
eollection is a high end XF). I used Coin World’s COINValues magazine (The Grey sheet 
was of no value but I will not get into that now) and previous auction results and private 
and public sales to determine my bidding window and fortunately, with a nudge from 
Randy for the high side of my window, I was successful in obtaining it. 

From Keith Scott: How to buy a key date . Study the coin or the picture and determine 
the real grade. Look at the Greysheet, laugh, and then go to Heritage auction archives 
while looking through a reference book for die variety info. Look at Diek Osbum's site 
for current retail comparables. Gather additional retail info if there is any. Digest all data 
and place maximum seeret bid or offer. I made a purchase from Heritage at FUN with a 
maximum bid a little higher than the slab grade. It was one bid inerement lower, and 
very mueh in the “fair retail range, and I have a key date filled - JOY. Key dates do not 
follow rules - wait and the priee will go up more. 

No other answers this month! Is everyone too busy vacationing, gardening, and cutting 
grass to spend a few moments for an answer?

AUCTION NEWS

The summer doldrums hit the eoin auetion market with only the Heritage, 
Summer FUN sale being conducted in July. 

The sale featured a VF-30 1844 dime for $805, an AU-58 1858-S dime, which 
only sold for $1,092 due to scratches, and a cleaned AU-50 1859-S dime for a reasonable 
$1,610. 
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Quarters included an 1842-0 small date in cleaned F-12 for $920, a cleaned XF- 
40 1858-S quarter at $632, and a wholesome 1861-S quarter in XF-40 that went to a 
happy buyer for $1,725. A cleaned 1862-S quarter in AU brought $920, whereas a very 
nice original VF-35 1864-S quarter rang the bell for $3,220. A corroded 1866-S quarter 
in F-12 realized a meager $632 and a cleaned and corroded 1867-S in VF-30 did worse at 
$747. A very nice 1870- CC quarter in VF-25, and a find for the fine/very fine collector, 
soared to $32,200. 

An AU-50 1870-CC half dollar, corroded and porous, did not sell, but a nice 
original 1871-CC half in XF-40 went for $2,990. A problem free 1873-CC arrows half in 
XF-45 hammered for $2,550. 

An 1855 dollar in AU-58, which was slabbed and in spite of an old cleaning, still 
realized $5,462. An attractive 1878-CC Trade Dollar in XF-40 sold for $2,300 while a 
cleaned AU-58 example of the same date did not sell. 

Some great Seated coins are to be sold at auction in August so I am sure that next 
month's auction news will have some exciting results. 


==> National Gallery of Art portrait of Christian Gobrecht? Len Augsburger, aka 
‘The Christian Gobrecht History Detective,” sent in a link to a photograph in the 
National Gallery of Art that could possibly be an early portrait of Christian Gobrecht. 
Depicted below, with credit to the National Gallery of Art, is that portrait with the 
accompanying information.

Len originally thought this portrait was of Christian Gobrecht 
but as he says in an email to me, “I exchanged some email with 
the curators. They are no longer attributing this painting to 
Asher Durand or identifying it as that of Gobrecht. I have not 
looked into this in detail, but the provenances of many of the 
other paintings that came from the original Mellon gift are also doubted. What we can be 
sure of is that this painting was exhibited multiple times around 1900 and presented as 
Gobrecht. I also have the 1948 Smithsonian report identifying it as Gobrecht. Other than 
that, we have only the other portraits to compare against, and I do not see a definite 
match there. So, for now it is just a curiosity. I think we should go ahead and run this 
item in the E-Gobrecht.” Hopefully, more will come about on this. Thanks, Len. 



==> Contention on Gobrecht Dollars. The July 31, 2007 issue of The Numismatic 
News contains an interesting article entitled “Revisionist theory wrong about Gobrecht.” 
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Briefly, this article’s authors, R. W. Julian and Craig Sholley, present their argument for 
reinstating . .(Walter) Breen’s theory that original Gobrecht dollars can be determined 
by noting that the eagle flies upward when the coin is properly rotated. . .” Previous 
arguments by Michael Carboneau and Jim Gray, called “Revisionists” by Julian and 
Sholley, claim otherwise and have been widely accepted by the Redbook and the grading 
services. Seemingly, more discussion will abound on this issue. For the Carboneau and 
Gray theory, see Gobrecht Journals Volume 27, Issue 79 (November 2000 - Part I), 
Volume 28, Issue 82 (November 2001 - Part II), and Volume 29, Issue 87 (July 2003 - 
Part III).

From Anonymous: “I know we like to track auction results on some of the better seated 
coins. I wanted to inform you I successfully purchased an 1871-CC seated dime in a 
PCGS VF35 with a good possibility of grading a XF40 in a private sale at the FUN show. 
The coin is the former Richmond sale coin that was graded VF35 by NGC thereby the 
population count is overstated by 2. It will show up two times at NGC and now 1 at 
PCGS. The price paid was $14,000.” (Editor, Great looking coin - congratulations!) 
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From Bill Bugert: For those of your who haven’t seen the auction catalog, the Stacks 
sale of the J. A. Sherman Collection is full of Liberty Seated coinage, many of them very 
rare. Scheduled for August 5, 2007 in Milwaukee before the ANA Convention, lots 
include a PCGS-65 1866-S half dime, two 1871-CC dimes, three 1873-CC dimes, an 
1874-CC dime, an NGC-58 1856-S/s quarter, two 1870-CC quarters, two 1844/1844-0 
half dollars, an MS 1855-S half dollar, three high grade 1870-CC halves, two MS 1878- 
CC halves, an 1878-S half dollar, and seven Gobrecht Dollars. Next month’s “Auction
